Police scouted Diamond’s sincerity 
and were equally skeptical about the 
story they elicited from Marion Rob- 


erts, the chorus girl who entertained 
Diamond just before the shooting in 
her reom in the Hotel Monticello. It 
adjoined the room where he was at- 
tacked. Marion; held as a materia 
witness, told police her real name 
was Marion Strasmick and het home

She said Diamond was breakfasting 
with her yesterday: forenoon when the 
clerk telephoned: that “two guys were 
coming up.” While she was in her 
bath, Diamond went to his room with 
the visi’ors, she said, and she pro- 
ceeded to take a nap, oblivious to the 
shooting until much later in the day.

Frederick Gettelman, secretary of 
the Gettelman Brewing Company, is- 
sued one of the most optimistic state- 
ments.

“Brewers never have given up hope 
for the return of beer. I think most 
of the companies will be ready to 
manufacture beer when the time 
comes, 

“Events are inting toward the 
legalization of beer,’ said Sol FE.

| DRY LAW ARRESTS _ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—(#)—A 
decreasing number of arrests for vio- 
lations of the dry laws through the 
ménths of July, August and Septem- 
ber was shown today in the monthly 
report of the prohibition bureau. 

September arrests totaled 4;899 as 
compared with 5,759 in August and 
6,448 in July. 

At the same time a huge increase 
in convictions, fines and jail sen- 
tences was reported, due to the fed- 
eral courts resuming their activities 
after the summer recess, 

Convictions by juries totaled 288 
for September as compared with 41 
in August and pleas of guilty,totaled 
3,885 for September as compared with 
1,211 in August. 

There was a corresponding increase 
in fines assessed from $143,451 in Au- 
gust to $411,214 in September. To- 
tal jail sentences reached 589,551

Numerous prisoners were taken, in- 
cluding many Sao Paulo state police, 
the communique declared.

He de- 
clares that all Brazil north of the 
river Sao Francisco is in rebel hands, 
with his army continuing across the 
river and into Bahia. 

From Minas Geraes. 

The other rebel movement is from 
Minas Geraes into the states of Ba- 
hia, Espirito Santo and Rio de Ja- 
neiro. The insurrectos claim the cap- 
ture of Caravellos, porth of southern 
Bahia, and say their armies are march- 
ing through Espirito Santo toward 
Victoria, the capital. Other forces, 
they say, have invaded northern tio 
de Janerio and in the vicinity of 
Ciudad Campos have captured the- 
hydro power plant along the Parahyba 
river. This plant supplies much of 
the state with electricity. 

These claims also are disputed by 
the government in dispatches reaching 
here, the federals saying that the 
Minas Geraes rebels were beaten off 
in their attack on Caravellos, with 
three leaders and many others being 
captured. The federals also said they 
had defeated a detachment of rebels 
in the loyal state of Goyaz, taking 
the leader, Pedro Ludovico, and 70 
others, with 200 more being routed.

are. 

Governor Moody, of Texas, who 
has already suggested the calling of 
a conference of southern governors 
to discuss the crisis faced as the 
result of the present price of cot- 
ton, in his thoughtful communica- 
tion takes the position that cotton 
will never. be properly stabilized 
until the apnual carry-over is done 
away with. The only sound way, he 
declares in effect, by which this 
can be eliminated is through reduc- 
tion in production. 


Governor Carlton, .of Florida,

It is also pointed 
out that Hitler's rise means -Briand’s 
decline. The peace policy of M. 
Kriand which he has pursued since 
Locarno has irretrievably breken 
down, it is said. The Italians are 
flattered by the idea that the word 
“fascist” has been adopted by ‘the 
Hitlerites in Germany and that the 
Roman salute is practiced on the 
banks of Rhine and Danube as well 
as on the Tiber. But they don’t like 
it at all that the name fascism is' 
associated with anti-Semitism. And 
one Italian paper remarks that the | 
characteristic of the fasces has not 
been realized in Germany. The lic- 
tor's rod is a bundle of sticks which 
derives its strength and resistance 
from two facts—one, that they have 
been cut to the same length and laid 
alongside one another; aud the other 
that they have been securely bound to- 
gether so that the axe which they 
contain can be wielded with full force 
—so long as they remain securely 
bound. The question is asked whether 
the German sticks are not a heap 
rather than a bundle, and who is going 
to lop and bind them. In other 
words, Germany may have fascism but 
she has no Mussolini.

Upon these words 
there is an embarrassed silence. Pro- 
fessors look at one another with quiz- 
zical looks. And, it seems, a shadow 
passes, over the king's face. “Chris- 
tian, old fellow,.you got a long way 
in life, but you afte not forgetting your 
comrades, ‘This makes us all very 
grateful.” It is realized on all sides 
that the speaker is driving democracy 
a little too far. But he goes on in 
the same familiar tone. Coming to the 
end of bis speech, the orator con- 
cludes: “Gentlemen, let's drink’ al 
hearty glass to the health of our’ old 
pal, Christian, . . . Gottschalk!” In 
a flash the ice is broken. Everybody 
roars with laughter, the king included.

York, have made arrangements to loan 
Germany $125,000,000 for two yea-:. 
No French or British. bankers are 


among the underwriters, 

The proceeds of this loan will be 
used to cover, partially, the deficit in 
the German budget, which is expected 
to reach at least twice the amount of 
the loan by March 1, the close cf 
the fiscal year. 

The loan will take the form of six- 
month German treasury bills, which 
will be purchased at a’ discount by 
the bankers, with the option of re- 
newing three times. The issue thus 
becomes a two-year loan, 

No announcement has been made 
yet of the discount, but leading bank- 
ers in New York, Chicago, Buffalo, 
Boston, San Francisco, Cleveland and 
St. Louis are among the underwrit- 
ers in the United States. j 

The issue will probably be over- 
subscribed in spite of the fact that 
the German government 51-2 per cent 
bonds of 1965 (the Young plan bonds) 
have in the last week sold as low ss 
74, compared to 90, the offering price 
last June, 

It is expected that this new issue 
will be taken largely by banks, which 
badly need short term investments for 
their portfolios; 

The theory apparently being that 
the 60,000,000 German people are a 
good credit and will eventually work 
out of their financial difficulties, 


The automobile figures for the first 
eight months show a total of 2,836,000 
cars produced this year as against 
4,445,000 last year. 

But the sales tell a much better 
This year, for the first eight 
months, 2,950,000 cars were disposed 
of by the car manufacturers as against 
4,240,000 last year. Thus the manu- 
facturers sold during this period 114,- 
000 more cars than they produced as 
against last year when they sold 205,- 
000 cars less than they produced. 

This does not show up badly at 
all for the present condition of the 
industry; and while the upturn has 
not come, the different manufacturing 
units are getting their houses in Oor- 
der, preparing for some good times 
ahead, 


Samuel Insull’s statement that his 
companies will spend more than $200,- 
000,000 in 1930, and the same amount 
for next year, shows the enormous ex- 
tent to which the public utilities un- 
der his direction have grown. 

Samuel Insull, 71, born in Lon- 
don, England, began his amazing ca- 
‘reer in the public utility field first 
by getting interested in electricity in 
1881 as private secretary to Thomas 
A. Edison. ’ 

It was while he represented Mr. 
Edison in the organization and man- 


agement of the Electric Tube Com-]. 


pany. the Electric Machine Works, 
the Edison Lamp Company, and other 
Edison companies, that Mr. Insull be- 
gan to see the yast possibilities in 
the publie utility field. He resigned 
the vice presidency of the General 
Electric Company in 1892 to become 
president of the Chicago Edison Com- 
pany. which in 1907 was merged with 
the Commonwealth Edison Company. 
In recent years Mr. Insull has been 
the outstanding figure in public utili- 
ties in the middle west. 

Now when other industries are cnr- 
tailing, Mr. Insvll announces that his 
companies will keep all of their op- 
erating employes who attend to their 
business, and will spend for construc- 
tion betterments 30 per cent mere this 
vear than in 1929, and as much again 
in 


“While we will try to keep all of 


our people employed. the disposition 


to curtail what might be called the 


frills of the business, and see that we 
get a full day’s work for a full. day's 
pay, is inevitable,” says Mr. Insull. 


Dr. Hialmar Schacht's statement 
hefore the New York Bond Club that 
the time has come for reconsidering 
Germany's reparation payments, has 
received very little attention from the 
allied governments or from the Amer- 
ican press, 

Even the German press has been 
disposed to let the matter ride upon 
the theory that the next step in the 
revision should come from the Allies, 
who are now suffering as great busi- 
ness depression as Germany. 

But the reparation question is not 
yet settled. Germany's 3,000,000 un- 
employed and Britain’s 2,161.000 un- 
employed, the highest since 1921. show 
that the overloaded debt condition of 
Europe is holding back business re- 
covery. 

German financiers think the world 
will be forced to recognize this before 
many more months pass. 


The National Association of Manu- 
facturers has taken a crack at the in- 
creasing costs of government activi- 
ties in the United States. The asso- 
ciation points out that in the last 15 
vears, government expenses have risen 
from about one-fifteenth to about 
one-seventh of the total national in- 
come, with no halt in the growing ex- 
penses in sight. 

Government expenses are not all 
bad. They can be made very profit- 
able to the people who pay the taxes. 
Because of. inefficiency and lack of 
vision, they often become merely an 
added burden to the tax-paying citi- 
zen. 

This coming year, the federal gov- 
ernment probably will be forced to 
tap new income sources to meet cur- 
rent expenses. Few Americans are 
optimistic enough to believe that the 
present income will take care of all 
of the national expenditures. 

Since 1921, the United States has 
reduced its national debt from $26.- 
600,000,000 to %16.000.000,0005 pay- 
ing out from $500,000.000 to $750,- 
0,000 a year for that purpose. 
Many wise financial men think the 
government would help business ma- 
terially if this firractice was suspend- 
ed for one year. thus enabling the 
eovernment to live within its present 
income and doing away with the ne-

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Southern Governors Urge 
|.. Cotton Acreage. Reduction 


STABILIZE BY ELIMINATING 
CARRY OVER—GOV. MOODY 
Editor Constitution: I do not pre- 
sume to pass upon the constitutional 
questions which are raised in connec- 


tion with suggé@sted bills proposing to 
restrict the acreage which may be 
planted in cotton, and neither. do I 
attempt to pass upon the economics 
of these proposals, but I have the 
opinion that the reported carry-over 
of cotton from one year to another 
furnishes a convenient excuse, if not a 
reason, for the low price of cotton. 
I believe that the elimination of this 
carry-over by reducing the produc- 
tion of cotton will result in raising 
and stabilizing the price. ‘The pres- 
ent low price of cotton is below the 
cost of production to most, if not all, 
of our cotton farmers, and the pre- 
vailing price of cotton is resulting in 
distress to many people who are de- 
voting their property, capital, labor 
and time to the production of cotton. 
_ It is my belief that a program, hav- 
ing as its objective a reduction in the 
amount of cotton produced, will not 
succeed unless it is followed through- 
out the cotton-raising section of the 
country. And, I believe that the pro- 
gram to be effective will have to con- 
template different steps in different 
states, depending upon varying condi- 
tions In the states. Assuming like 
weather conditions for each of two 
years, a reduction of acreage planted 
in cotton in Texas would normally 
mean a reduction in the amount of 
cotton produced, On the other hand, 
a reduction in acreage might not 
mean a reduction in production if 
more fertilizer were used on the lads 
planted in cotton. The point I make 
is that if the carry-over is to be 
eliminated the program must look be- 
yond simply the reduction in acre- 
age and it must have as its objective 
a reduction in the quantity pro- 
duced. 

It seems evident that so long as 
there is a carry-over from one season 
to another this fact will be used as a 
basis for low priced cotton and that 
the supply is to be held down to de- 
mands only by keeping the produc- 
tion constant and increasing the de- 
mands by new uses for cotton, or by 
keeping up the demand and reducing 
the production to meet the demand. For 
the purpose of this statement it is, 
of course, assumed that there is a 
supply in excess of the demand, 
though I know that there is argu- 
ment in favor of the position that 
over a period of years there is not an 
excess of cotton. 


I have written to the governors of 
Several southern’ states inquiring 
whether they would join in calling a 
conference for the purpose of consid- 
ering the problems confronting the 
cotton farmer and giving study to the 
general subject, with the view of 
evolving a program that would give 
promise to relieve the present dis- 
tressing gituation. In these letters 
Il expressed the view that the farm 
board ought to be invited to attend 
the conference. I am convinced. that 
any program for the benefit of the 
cotton producing section will fare 
better and mean more to the south if 
all the southern states coordinate in 
the program, and I believe the farm 
board is in a favored position to take 
leadership in such a program and to 
secure unified action of the proper 
agencies in all of the cotton produc- 
ing states in the ; outh.

BOARD CONTRACTS URGED 
BY TEXAS COMMISSIONER 


Editor Constitution: Under pres- 
ent business depression it seems neces- 
sary to reduce cotten acreage next 
year, and I will welcome any practical 
plan to accomplish that result. 

I do not agree that the acreage 
should be reduced 50 per cent. A 25 
per cent reduction will be sufficient, 
as that will reduce the next crop tu 
10,864,500 bales, if acreage reduction 
reduces production proportionately. 
Small production in this country and 
high prices encourage greater produc- 
tion abroad, and we _ should = avoid 
stimulating production in foreign 
countries. 


Powers of Federal Farm Board. 


The federal fatm board is endowed 
with broad powers—too many to 
enumerated here—and it has already 
exercised some of those powers indis- 
creetly, and sustained a loss of mil- 
lions of dollars to the government. 
The board is authorized “to aid in 
preventing and controlling surpluses 
in any agricultural commodity through 
orderly production and distribution, to 
investigate conditions of overproduc- 
tion of agricultural commodities, and 
advise as to the prevention of such 
overproduction, to make _ investiga- 
tions and reports upon the following: 
Land utilization for agricultural pur- 
poses, reduction of the acreage of un- 
profitable marginal lands in cultiva- 
tion.” 


_ It seems that with the powers speci- 
fied in the law, the farm board might 
lend financial assistance in prevent- 
ing crop surpluses by aiding im the re- 
duction of acreage. If they cannot 
and will not do this and will not 
name a protitable price for cotton and 
wheat, our great export crops, and 
continue to let the gambling ex- 
changes make the price without regard 


ing left for the board to do, and it 
might as well be abolished.

_ if the farm board will guarantee 
in advance that it will pay 15 cents 
or 18 cents for next year's cotton 
crop through the stabilizing corpora- 
tions, conditioned that the grower re- 
duce the acreage 25 per cent, every 
cotton farmer in the south will sign 
the contract for the reduction of acre- 
age and renew the contract from year 
to year, if necessary. 

These contracts can be secured and 
signed through existing 
Enough contracts should be prepared 
by the board for all cotton farmers 
and placed with the state departments 
of agriculture, extension services of 
the colleges, chambers of commerce, 
and banks, and I would guarantee 
that they will be signed in 30 days by 
all farmers wherever a profitable price 
is guaranteed, 

There is absolutély ro risk in this 
plan if carried on from year to year. 
The price of cotton can be guaran- 
| teed, more easily and more safely 
than the price of wheat was guaran. 
teed at $2 per bushel during the war. 

I have always been opposed to the 
government dabbling in private busi- 
ness, but since it has entered the field 
of guaranteeing profits for railroads, 
wages for organized labor. prices for 
manufacturers by means of the tariff, 
[ want it to go the “whole hog” 
and guarantee profitable prices for 
farm products or get out of the field 
of private business.

Large’s figures are proved to be ac- 
curate, the new transcontinental will 
have the additional honor of having 
carried out the largest single cargo 
of air mail ever moved through At- 
lanta—a cargo which, it is expected, 
will be augmented by 750 pounds more 
at Jackson, Miss., and 600 pounds 
at Shreveport. 

A seven-hour schedule will be main- 
tained between Atlanta and Dallas 
and a 12-hour schedule between Dal- 
las and Los Angeles, the incompleted 
beacon system between Texas and the 
coast necessitating a stopover each 
night at Dallas. Soon after January 
1, however, it is thought likely that 
the beacon lights will have been in- 
stalled along the entire route, and 
then the flight will be made without 
interruption in the neighborhood of 


20 hours. 

A change in the schedule for the 
daily flight from Dallas to Atlanta 
was announced Monday night. Planes 
will leave the Texas city at 9:40 
o'clock each morning and arrive here 
at 4:25 o'clock in the afternoon.

The monthly crop. review of the 
bureau of agricultural economics in 
co-operation with the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture said Monday 
that the condition of.all Georgia crops 
except corn improved during the 
month ended October 1, 

A number of the crops, the report 
said, showed a better condition on 
that date than a year before. 

Corn was reported as decreasing 
two points in condition, to 66 per 
cent of normal, with an indicated crop 
of 43,629,000 bushels as compared 
with 50,453,000 last year. 

Compared with final production last 
year, the report said, indicated out- 
turn of hay, tobacco, potatoes, sorg- 
hug syrup and all fruit crops will 
be@arger; corn, sweet potatoes, sugar 
cane and peanuts show more or less 
decrease; while probable production of 
pecans will be about the same as last 
year. 

Hay was listed at .70 tons per acre, 
compared with .61 tons last year, with 
an indicated total production of 50s,- 
QUO tons, an increase of 20 per cent 
over 1929. 

Production of the 1930 tobacco crop 
was about 104,786,000 pounds; or an 
increase of 17 per cent over 1929 pro- 
duction and approximately 1 per 
cent greater than the five-year aver- 
age. 

Peanuts were reported as 73 per 
cent of normal, compared with 77 per 
cent at the time last year. The indi- 
cated outturn was given. as about 185,- 
6oS pounds, a decrease of 17 per cent 
from last year’s crop.

A member of the firm. leaving aft- 
er a conference with his Washing- 
ton representative, walked into the 
old Baltimore & Potomac railroad 
station just as the assassin, Gui- 
teap, fired the shot that killed the 
president. 

The broker jumped into a hac” 
and offered the driver $20 to beat 
all hacking records to the Washin,- 
ton office of the firm, which was 
nearly a mile away. Seizing his pri- 
vate telegrapher by the arm, the 
broker sent this message: “Flash to 
firm, President Garfield shot at 
Washingtor depot five minutes ago. 
I saw him fall dead.”
